Wu are lold that apples do not 
do us well now as they did fifty years 
ugo; that exhaustion of. Iho soil, diminu- 
tion of the forests, climatic changes, in- 
socl enemies, und oilier injurious causes, 
havo tendered with us apple culture un- 
profitable. Is Ihls really so? May not 
oilier cuiiies have operated to bring 
about the present deterioration in this 
Important pui I of husbandry? 


We Americans are impatient. We da 


not like to wall. Wu want to renline al 
once. The years il takes for an orchuid 
to bear fruit, and become a souico ot 
Kvemie, uro loo many for our endurance. 
Wo prefer laising wheat and corn, and 
whatsoever else brings quick returns of 
money for tlie lime and labor expended. 
There is no doubt Unit this Is u control- 
ling reason why we so much neglect the 
cultivation ol the apple, 


There is money In tipple-culture when

!isoi I ofsldushowon the farm, There 


is always u demand for good fruit ut re- 
immenilive pricus. Thu finll crop of 
this countiy is said to be worth $MO,000,- 
000 ayear, ueeuullng to Jr. ]', Wilbur, an 
eminent iintliorily. This of course in- 
cludes all kinds of fruit, of which Ihe 
applu comes In as a very large factor. 


A lioillcullnrlslof Lancaster county 


read an essiiy on "Hunting Applo Or- 
chinds,'1 before the Stale Agricultural 
Society, from which ussuy the following 
long extract is taken, ll fiimishct food 
for lliuiight for the farmers of our coun- 
ty: 


"Wu iitiiiumo that un ituic of land will 


contain forlv matured apple trues; Dial 
tor thu first ten years from planting the 
liuid, \vlih good tillage and proper ma- 
miring, will yield full crops ul potatoes 
uud ither vegetables; Uiul for the next 
live years tho partial yield of potatoes, 
added to the partlul yield of upples, will 
yield in markel value, or|nuaily so, the 
average |X)tiito crop. Here, then, Is an 
ucro of land, an orchard at forty trees in 
full bearing without any fnrthei need of 
cultivation, nl a cost of the apple stock, 
1 he labor of planting, somu manure, and 
u small amount of cure, which, to u wide 
iiwulcu i furmer, costs nothing nl all.

WAGES AND FOOD. 


Dec. 21,—Secretary 


'volinghuy&on has sent a voluminous 
otter to the House ot Representatives 
•evlewing the reports from the consuls 
)t the United States in relation to the 
lalo ot labor In Europe. Tho Secretary 
ays: "It appears, comparing cities of 
Jurope with those in the United States, 
hat bricklayers and masons In Chicago 
ire paid very nearly three times the 
wages, plasterers nearly four times, 
ilaters three times, plumbers nearly 
,Iuee, carpenters twice, blacksmiths 
iwice, bookbinders more Hum twice, 
>rlckmakers nearly three times, br.iss- 
'oundci'S and cablnet-makeis nearly 
twice, confectioners twice, cigar-makers 
Marly three times, coopers once and u- 
itilf as much, draymen, teamsters and 
street railway drivers nearly twice, dyers 
nore lhan( twice, engravers nearly three 
lines, furriers twice, horseshoers three 
and a-half times, jewelers more than one 
ind one-half times, laborers, porters, &c,, 
noro lhan twice, lithographers three 
lines, telegraph operators twice aud one- 
ialf, sailmakers more than twice, print- 
ers twice and one-half, saddlers and har- 
less-makers more than one and one-half 
times, stevedores more than twice ami 
one-lourth times, tailors twice, and liu- 
smiths once and three-fourths wages paid 
lo similar trades and callings In Lon- 
don." 


Helatlve to the prices of the necessa- 


ries of life, the Secretary says: "It is 
frequently asserted that the cheapness of 
Ivmg In Europe mote tha» equalizes the 
lower wages there paid. In the volume 
on labor in Europe published by this de- 
partment In 1878 It was shown that the 
irlcus ot food In the United States weie 
ictmilly lower than in Europe, arid th.it 
the working classes in the United Suites 
could purchase nioro and better aliment, 
dolLir for dollar, than the working class- 
es ot tiny country in .Europe, Tho eou- 
.r.iry impression is probably due to the 
fact that the working people ot Europe 
live mom cheaply than the working peo- 
ple of the United States, from which it 
is Inferred that the purchasing power of 
their wages is greater than the purchas- 
ing power of similar wages here. It ap- 
pears from the reports that the Ameri- 
can workman consumes more and better 
food than the mechanic or laborer abroad, 
and that the cost of tills food is us' small 
in the United States as in Europe." 


Tim Low I'liiou OF CHANGES.— Sev- 


eral growers and shippers of Florida or- 
anges were In the city Tuesday from up 
the SI. John's river looking inlo the un- 
satisfactory returns received from the 
fruit sent lo New York. The returns 
report such an immense. wattage and 
such low prices for choice fruit as to 
make the Industry practically valueless. 
Some of the commission houses write 
that one of the causes is that much of 
the fruit Is so badly packed that its de- 
struction Is Inevitable., Another is that 
the handling and exposure in transpor- 
tation are so great as to injure the fruit 
so much as to make it almost worthless 
by the time It reaches its destination. 
A reporter was shown a letter from ITew 
York, received by a merchant in the 
city, which stated that 'the supply of or- 
anges in .New York and all other large 
cities was in excess of demand, and many 
could not1 be gotten rid ot before dccay- 
lug,and there was no use of sending him 
any more this winter, as every place was 
glutted.— -JaeksoniMlf (Fla.)

GKAIX EXI-OUTS.— The olllcial state- 


ment o£ exportsof grain from tho princi- 
pal collection districts for the month of 
Xovo.mber and for five months ended 
November 30, brings to light the fact 
that the movement of wheat continues 
much larger than it has been in any oth- 
er 3 ear since 18S2. In Novembet tho 
shipments were about SJO.OOO bushels 
more than iu the same month of 1SX:. 
For five mouths of. Uie crop year the 
movement has been greatly in excess of 
that of last year, the exports of wheat 
amounting to 43,000,000 bushels, against 
less than 85,000,000 last year, and there

000 barrels of Hour, equivalent to about 
400,000 bushels of wheat. The price has 
changed remarkably since last year. In 
1SS3, during the first live months of the 
crop year, the average price obtained 
was over $1 per bushel ; this year it has 
bcsu below W> cents par bushel. The ex- 
polls of corn, however, have declined 
largely, amounting to only S,«00,000 
bushels, against nearly 23,000,000 bush- 
els last year, the prico remaining about, 
the same.

kiimvahow to select good stook, liow nnd 
when to feed and when to sell— tlioco is 
a soorl profit in the business, and a large 
amount of excpllenl ninnuro can ho 
niiulo, \\liicli will koc-p tip tlie fertility of 
the soil. If, on tho iiUnr hitiid, onltlo 
are bought fit tlie wrong sonnou of tlio 
j ear, or arc badly managed at tho start 
oralkwnl to tramp over the faun din- 
ing the open weather of winter, it often 
happens that neither profit to tlie feeder 
iior improvement to the soil icsulls, but 
rather disappointment sinil loss. 


My first experience in slnll-Ccvdlng 


cattle was unprofitable, simply from ovoi- 
feeding at the start. A near neighbor 
bought a lot of cattle ut the same time, 
ami It bought it would bo n nice- thing 
to beat him, and got a gienter gain per 
head, and so I put my cattle at once on 
full feed. The consequence wits that 
some of them were off feed ne.trly nil tho 
time, and as I still kept feeding strong 
before spring, several of them had been 
over-fed so many times that they had be- 
come dyspeptic, or at least they wcto 
easily upset us to their digestion, and 
none of them did well.. As cattle sold ut 
a high price the next spring, I did not 
lose any money on them, and my profit 
from what I learned (but probably ough t 
to have known without this Icsson)—tli9 
fact that changes in diet should always 
be gradual— probably paid mo well for 
my trouble. At any iato 1 have novel' 
s>inco taken cattle from tho pasture and 
put t!ten\'alr,once on full feed in tho sta- 
ble and never shall. 1 give ouo rule nev- 
er to be varied from in feeding for beef : 
Always 'feed lightly with grain at Iho 
start, inci-easiug gradually and bo about 
n month in getting your cattle on full 
feed.
